11 of the code be amended by striking out the word "three" in the third 
line and insertin&, the worl "five" in lieu thereof.

AN ACT ameDdlng lec1ilODS two thousand flve hundred and thirty-Iline (1639), two ~ou­
sand flve hundred and forty (2640), and two thousand flve hundred and flfty-DiDe (t56t) 
of the code, relatinr to the care and propagation of fllh and ~e protection of blrdl 
andpme. . 

Be it enacted by tM General AaaembZy of the ~ of 10lDa: 

SJCOTION 1. Seizure without warrant-aale. Section two thousand 
:lve hundred and thirty· nine (2589) of the code is amended by adding thereto: 

"It shall be the duty of the fish and game warden, sheriffs, con­
stables, and police oftlears of this state to seize and take possession 
of any fish, birds, or aDimals which have been caught, taken, or killed 
at a time, in a lIULDller,. or for a purpose, or had in possession or 
under control, or have been shipped, contrary to the provisions of 
this chapter. Such seizure may be made without a warrant. AJ!y 
court having jurisdiction of the offense, upon receiving proof of probe 
able cause for believing in the concealment of any fish, birds, or ani· 
mals, caught, taken, killed, had in possession, under control, or 
shipped contrary to any of the provisions of this chapter, shall 
isaue a seatch·warrant and cause a search to be made in any place 
therefor. Any llsh, birds, or animals so found shall be sold for 
the purpose of paying the costs in the case, and the aQ1ount, if any, 
in excess of the costs shall be turned into the school fund 01 the 
county in which the seizure is made. .AJJ.y net, seine, trap, con· . 
trivance, material, and substance whatever, while in use or hir.d and 
maintained for the purpose of catching, taking, killing, trapping 
or deceiving any fisb., birds, or animals contrary to any of the pro· 
visions of this chapter is hereby declared to be, and is, a public nui· 
sance, and it shall be the duty of the fish and game warden, sheriffs, 
constables, and police officers of the state, without warrant or pro­
cess, to take or seize any and all of the same." 

SEC. 2. Fishing-what permitted. Section two thouslUld five hun­
dred and forty (2640) of the code is amended by adding thereto: 

"No person shall, at any time, kill, destroy, have in possession 
. or under control, for any purJ?OSe whatever, any black bass, wall· 

eyed pike, or trout less than SIX (6) iDches in length, except for the 
purpose of returning the same to the water from which they were 
taken, as soon as they are taken therefrom, with as little injury to 
the fish as possible." 
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
